Allied Forees 
Tn Middle East

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—() 
|Created to guard the crossroads 
of the world in Asia Minor, the 


Allied armies of the Middle East 
add up to a formidable force— 


but so far as is known they still 
are under independent commands. 

A report today that the British 
Ninth Army was on the move, 
unconfirmed in official quarters, 
centered attention on these troops 
grouped around the eastern end of 
the Mediterranean. 

Both .the United States 
Britain have Middle East 
mands—the British under Gener 
al Sir Henry Maitland Wilson, 62, 
friend and protege of General Sir 
Archibald Wavell; the American 
under Major General Ralph Royce, 
air hero of a long-distance raid on 
the Philippines last year, who has 
just succeeded Major General 
Lewis H. Brereton. 

Size of Forces Unknown. 

The size of these forces is a 
matter of conjecture, as is their 
makeup. Wilson’s command in- 
cludes the Ninth and Tenth Brit- 
ish armies, but the strength and 
equipment of these armies has not 
been publicized. 

A year ago, Wilson’s command 
was estimated to total 150,000 
men. It is probably much larger 
by this time, and also probably 
has been all but re-equipped with 
modern implements of war. Its 
territory is vast—stretching from 
somewhere west of Egypt across 
Palestine, Syria and Iraq into Per- 
sia. The Tenth Army has been 
in Persia and Iraq, the Ninth in 
the lands adjacent to the Medi- 
terranean. 

Yanks in Middle East. 

American forces also are in the 
Middle East, but so far the only 
American .combat troops whose 
presence there has been disclosed 
are those of the Ninth Air Force. 
Others are supply and technical 
troops, scattered throughout the 
area, but found probably in great- 
est numbers at the head of the 
Persian gulf, where they operate 
the supply line into Russia. 

The Ninth Air Force, to which 
some British units are attached, 
has had a brilliant combat record. 
It supported the British Eighth 
Army’s drive west from El Ala- 
mein, and its Ninth Bomber com- 
mand gave further support to the 
North African and Sicilian cam- 
paigns by strategic bombing of 
Axis supply lines, bases and in- 
stallations in Sicily and Italy. Its

“IT say nothing of killed and wounded,” he added, “I 
say nothing of the vast quantity of secondary materials 
used—things like 1,100 miles of copper telephone wire.” 

Pointing to the optimism he said was engendered by 
the North African successes, the Sicilian campaign and the 
Italian surrender, Morgenthau said: 

“Let us stop this foolish, childish over-optimism and 
over-confidence. It is criminal. It is criminal because 
every time we decide the war is won, we sign a death war- 
rant for another thousand, or two thousand, or five thou-. 
sand American soldiers and sailors. 

Demands Increased Production. 

“Let labor think less about the fun it’s going to have 
on Saturday night, and think more about ways to increase 
production and buy more bonds.” 

Morgenthau said after the Italian surrender the public 
adopted the attitude that “the war was won. We could 
stop drafting soldiers. We could stop producing weapons. 
We could reduce taxes. Everybody could sit back and 
take it easy.” 

“Well,” he continued, “you’ve seen the newspapers to- 
day. We are holding, around Naples, but we are just 
barely holding, with tremendous loss of life. In a hard 
week of fighting we have managed to gain only a small 
foothold in Italy. Today the situation is critical. In any 
event, we still have to drive north about 500 miles, with 
the Germans fighting every inch of the way. At the vary 
least,.it will take months. And... when and if we con- 
quer the whole of Italy, we will still be nowhere near nl 
many. We still have’a long way to’ go.”

The UU. S. Eighth Air Force 
Command said Flying Fortresses 
/ bombed Nazi aircraft factories in 
the vicinity of Paris while other 
Fortresses, Liberators and Marau- 
ders attacked scattered airfields 
in France. 

The attack on Paris was the 
second within a week by the For- 
tresses and the sixth this month. 
They raided a German aircraft 
plant near Paris last Thursday. 

Preliminary announcements in- 
dicated the Fortresses and Libera- 
tors might have made up one of 
the biggest heavy bomber forces 
ever to strike at the continent. 

Up to today, Flying Fortresses 

have struck at 14 targets this 
month—four of them were air- 
craft plants’ and nine Nazi air- 
‘fields. The other target was Stutt- 
gart, industrial center in south- 
'west Germany. 
The attacks on German air fa- 
cilities have a dual objective— 
they whittle down the Nazi resist- 
jance to Allied raids on key war 
| industrial centers and add to the 
| mounting Allied air superiority 
against the day of the Allies’ big 
|drive on Germany. 

The Nazi-controlled Paris radio 
said the attack on Paris started 
at 7:25 p. m. 

“Antiaircraft guns opened up 
and several planes which were hit 
fell in flames on the town,” it 
“There are many victims.” 

The raid on Paris was the first 
outing for the Fortresses since last 
Thursday. The RAF has not been 
'on any large scale night raids 
since September 6.

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Decisive Battle 
May Be Fought 


Near Salerno 


ABOARD A BRITISH CRUIS- 
ER BOMBARDING THE GER- 
MANS NORTH OF SALERNO, 
Sept. 13.—(Delayed)—(#)—Under 
@n umbrella of naval gunfire, Al- 
lied forces were pressing ahead 
in the Salerno area today against 
ferocious German opposition. 

This, the fifth day of the land- 
ings in Salerno gulf, finds the 
Allies several miles inland with 
constant reinforcements coming 


up to man the beaches and assist 
in the tedious job of blasting the 
Germans from the volcanic hills 
of the peninsula which rises be- 
tween Salerno and Naples. 

The British force of cruisers 
and destroyers alone has shelled 
more than 200 targets in five days 
and, as I write, the guns are still 
hammering away. 

A decisive battle may well be 
fought out in this area. 

The commanding officer of this 
ship signalled an American de- 
stroyer late yesterday: “How is 
the war going in your area?” 

“Well, but slowly,” was the 
reply. 

That about sums up the entire 
situation at present. 

Throwing the Germans out of 
Italy bids fair to be a tough job 
for some time but with the likeli- 
hood that the enemy eventually 
will crack under constant pound- 
ing. 
Gunfire from the large Allied 
naval squadron started with the 
first rays of light yesterday and 
continued until darkness. Mean- 
while. British forces and the 
Americans established contact, 
and the bridgehead generally was 
enlarged against a foe well placed 
in high ground. 

During a busy day today this 
cruiser shelled enemy guns five 
to 10 miles inland at several 
points, winning the Army’s 
thanks, but got in its best work 
against ammunition dumps.

Connally Hits 
World Police 


{Postwar Plan 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—() 


Chairman Connally, Democrat, 
Texas, of the Senate Foreign Re- 


lations Committee, proposed today 
that the United States take a lead- 
ing part in creating a postwar or- 
ganization of sovereign nations 
to enforce the peace with military 
and naval might. 

Declaring opposition to the cre- 
ation of either an international po- 
lice force or a super international 
state, Connally told a press .con- 
ference it is his belief that unless 
this country participates in ef- 
forts to preserve the peace they 
will fail. 

He said a Foreign Relations 
Subcommittee would meet next 
Wednesday to resume considera- 
tion of a dozen or more postwar 
proposals and indicated that when 
its work is nearly done he may 
introduce a new resolution em- 
bodying the main points on which 
the committee agrees. 

“Tt seems tobe fundamental,” 
the Texas senator declared, “that 
any international peace machinery 
must have authority to impose 
sanctions. These would include 
economic and, in the final analy- 
sis, military and naval sanctions. 

“I do not mean by that that I 
favor a separate international po- 
lice force,” he continued, “but I 
believe that machinery should be 
worked out by which each nation 
would be given quotas in furnish- 
ing armed —,

On U. S. Bonds 
Is Scotched 


NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—(?)— 
The Stock Exchange today fol- 
lowed the lead of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York in mov- 
ing to discourage speculation or 
“free riding” in new U. S. govern- 
ment securities offered in the 
Third War Loan drive. 

To prevent such speculative 
“free riding” where subscriptions 
are padded and the securities 
bought for quick open-market re 
sale rather than investment, the 
exchange rules as follows: 

“For a period of 15 days after 
Third War Loan Bonds are deliv- 
ered to subscribers no member 
firm may carry on margin Third 
War Loan Bonds for which it has 
subscribed unless customer: 

“1. Agrees to pay off debit bal- 
ance against such bonds within 
period of six months or less, and, 

“2. Does not contemplate sell- 
ing the security prior to making 
such full payment.” 

The exchange pointed out the 
ruling bans any but cash subscrip- 
tions by members besides limiting 
financing of customers’ subscrip- 
tions.

Montgomery’s Eighth Army had 
added virtually all the Italian toe 
to its conquest. It was driving 
through rough country and over 
and around effective Nazi demo- 
litions.

The massive air assaults in close 
support of the Fifth Army were 
unlike anything seen before in 
this war. Every available plane 
was used. 

Big formations of Flying For- 
tresses poured hundreds of tons 
of bombs on the narrow strip of 
enemy territory around the vil- 
lage of Eboli, nine miles inland 
from the mid-section of the Allied 
beachhead north of the Sele 
river. 

Thousands of bombs not only 
tore up the roads but blanketed 
a quarter-mile stretch on either 
side of the main roadway where 
enemy vehicles were dispersed 
under cover. 

Medium bombers and fighter- 
bombers also pounded every tar- 
get offered in a determined at- 
tempt to prevent the Germans 
from throwing more and more re- 
inforcements into the battle.

To Patterson 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—(#) 
Even the War Department doesn’t 
know how big the Russian army 
is, Undersecretary of War Robert 
Patterson disclosed today.

Although President Roosevelt

work on a new tax bill soon and 
that Chairman Doughton, Demo- 
crat, North Carolina, of that group 
hopes to obtain house approval of 
the measure by early November. 

The President’s remark was at- 
tacked today by Representative 
Reed, Republican, New York, a 
member of the Ways and Means 
Committee, as having added to the 
uncertainty regarding proposed 
new tax burdens.

“since the President, as long ago 
as last January, requested a 16- 
billion-dollar increase in reve- 
nues.” 


Notes to Nazis 


NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—(#)—An 
FBI agent testified today that one 
of two men on trial on charges 
of conspiracy to violate the war- 
time espionage act had _ written 
Germany that “Roosevelt would 
be only too glad to see attacks on 
American’ coastal cities to rouse 
the nation to greater war efforts.” 

The agent, Gerhardt Hundt, tes- 
tified in Brooklyn federal court 
that this message, written in in- 
visible ink, wes dated February 
18, 1942, and signed “Fred Lew- 
is,” an alias identified by previous 
witnesses as that of Ernest P. Leh- 
mitz, 57. 

Lehmitz and Erwin H. De 
Spretter, 52, both former Staten 
Island air raid wardens, are be- 
ing tried before a jury of eight 
men and four women. Conviction 
carries penalties ranging from 30 
years’ imprisonment to death. 

Another message that the liner 
Normandie “is said to have sailed 
with troops,” was attributed to 
Lehmitz by Hundt. It was dated 
January 26, 1942, and Arthur 
Garfield Hays, counsel for Leh- 
mitz, said for the record that the 
former French liner Normandie 
burned at its Hudson river pier 
February 9 of that year. 

Hundt said that the messages 
were written by Lehmitz in in- 
visible ink between lines of ap- 
parently innocuous looking letters 
to “friends” in Spain and Portu- 
gal. 

Among messages introduced as 
evidence was one from Lehmitz, 
on April 11, 1942, telling that a 
convoy of 27 ships with seven 
warships and carrying 39,000 
troops was due to sail for Ireland. 

Testimony also was given by 
FBI Agent Charles Stanley link- 
ing Lehmitz and De Spretter. 
Stanley said De Spretter told him 
that he met Lehmitz through a 
man he knew as an employe of 
the Hamburg-American Line.

Guarding Nazis 


In Peanut Field 


TROY, Ala., Sept. 15.—(#)—Un- 
der the watchful eye of Japanese- 
American soldiers, German war 
prisoners are helping to harvest 
an Alabama peanut crop estimat- 
ed to be worth $30,000,000. 

From six tent camps in south- 
east Alabama, many youthful vet- 
erans of Rommel’s ill-fated desert 
army go out each morning to the 
peanut fields and return in the 
afternoon. 

Working 10 to a crew, the sun- 
tanned German youth are guard- 
ed by armed American soldiers of 
Japanese extraction, sent over 
from Camp Shelby, Miss. Three 
soldiers guard 10 prisoners. 

Camps are located at Troy, Dale- 
ville, Geneva, Dothan, Enterprise 
and Andalusia for peanut harvests 
in Henry, Houston, Geneva, Cof- 
fee, Dale, Covington, Pike, Bar- 
bour and Crenshaw counties. 

Colonel. F. A. Prince, comman- 
dant of the prisoner camp at Alice- 
ville, said the men are paid 80 
cents a day. He added that 1,500 
prisoners from Aliceville are help- 
ing gather peanuts. 

The prisoners, dressed in blue 
denim fatigue uniforms, get to the 
fields in this section “about 8:30 
or 9 o’clock in the morning and 
knock off at 4,” one farmer said. 

“These boys are ‘good workers,” 
he added. “When they started, 
they didn’t know what a peanut 
was, but they catch on fast and 
dg a good job. They seem to like 
the work.” 

A story was told about the sur- 
prise of one German prisoner 
when he realized that his heav- 
ily armed, helmeted and serious- 
looking guard was of Japanese ex- 
traction. 

“He smiled, resignedly,” the nar- 
rator said.

HEALING 
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Father Draft 


Primary interest in congress today appar- 
ently centers on the question whether or not 
fathers shall be drafted for service in the 
armed forces. 

This question is, obviously, closely linked 
to the entire problem of wartime manpower. 
If the needs of the Army and Navy for men 
are to be supplied it is apparent that fathers 
in non-essential occupations must be drafted, 
or single men in essential occupations taken 
from those jobs. 

Furthermore, the question extends even to 
the women. It has been suggested that young, 
single women be drafted for service in the 
WACS, WAVES, Women Marines, and so on, on 
the argument that a great increase in numeri- 
cal strength of these services would release 
as many men for other fighting duties. 

It will be regrettable if it is necessary to 
disrupt family life by compelling the fathers 
and breadwinners to enter the Army. Un- 
doubtedly it will cause direct suffering, as 
well as emotional disturbance for the families 
left behind. But few will contend that, if it 
is necessary to thus provide that armed 
strength which will be required for victory, 
no consideration can be permitted to obstruct 
the battle plans. | 

Doubtless the congress will refuse to act on 
any proposals to prevent or delay induction 
of fathers until after hearing from military 
authorities informed on the war needs. To act 
without such knowledge would be tantamount 
to reckless betrayal of the nation to her 
enemies. 

And the opinion of the man in the street, 
including a vast majority of the fathers, and 
their families, who would be directly affected, 
is that the final decision should rest with 
those same responsible military leaders, rather 
than with a civilian congress. For, despite the 
war, it is still true too many members of that 
congress allow personal politics to influence 
their decisions, instead of 100 per cent support 
of the war program. 

Americans are gifted with common sense 
and that sense tells them that General Mar- 
shall, the chief of staff, is better qualified to 
plan all factors of war strategy than, for 
instance, such an egocentric ignoramus as 
Senator Burton K. Wheeler.

School Consolidation 

Four small schools in northeast Laurens 
county have been consolidated. The new school 
district is known as the Brewton school district. 

The Laurens county board of education, in a 
resolution authorizing the move, pointed out 
that modern conditions demand consolidation 
of small schools into larger ones “for the pro- 
motion of efficiency in administration, teach- 
ing and other elements of school operation.” 

There can be no logical disagreement with 
the opinion of the Laurens board. In fact the 
move for school consolidations has been in 
operation throughout Georgia and the south 
for many years. Modern improvements in 
transportation and other essentials have long 
doomed the “little red schoolhouse” to ultimate 
extinction. 

Romance may paint that little schoolhouse 
of yore as a place of fond memory, but the 
truth is there is but scant opportunity for any 
proper start in education for the child whose 
opportunity is limited to the one-room school. 
Devoted though teachers in such schools may 
be, it is a physical impossibility to simul- 
taneously teach pupils of all ages and gifts. 

Today, in wartime, while transportation may 
present problems unknown in peace, the need 
for school consolidation is actually greater 
than ever. Shortage of teachers and desira- 
bility of speeding, or “streamlining” the educa- 
tional process, call for the most efficient 
methods, faculty and plant. 

These can only be found, in the rural areas, 
in the larger consolidated schools.

Heroes’ Day 

Today has been set aside by the War Bond 
division of the Treasury Department, as 
“Heroes’ Day.” It is a day on which to do honor 
to those who have so gloriously upheld the 
American tradition of battle courage and battle 
ability, in this war for the freedom of man- 
kind. 

Many of the heroes whom we honor today 
have given their lives in the cause. Their 
grayes are found in lonely military graveyards 
all around the world, from Attu to North Africa, 
from Sicily to the jungles of New Guinea. 

Many others languish as prisoners of the 
Japanese. These are those who lived after the 
fall of Corregidor. They wait with all life, all 
hope, all dreams centered on one objective 
only, the coming day when victorious Ameri- 
can armies shall set them free again. 

Others we are able to honor in person. These 
are those who have survived the ordeal of 
battle, who have come home for a little while, 
at least, to receive the accolade of pride we 
would bestow. 

Let us not forget, as we strive to honor 
these who have served their nation so well in 
its hour of greatest need, that we can serve 
them and the nation, too. By cheerful accept- 
ance of every sacrifice we can make, by hardest 
work for the common cause and by lending 
every penny of our surplus cash through pur- 
chase of war stamps and war bonds. The money 
we thus invest with Uncle Sam is money that 
will save many American lives which, other- 
wise, would be lost before victory comes at 
last. 


Conserve! 

Go easy on your lights, fuel, water, gas, 
telephone and telegraph facilities! That, in 
effect, is the meat of the warning issued by 
the WPB in cautioning against straining these 
facilities too far. Voluntary conservation is 
asked, and highly desired, if more drastic meas- 
ures are not to be necessary. 

A campaign is now getfing under way to 
bring home to the public the need for this 
conservation. Officials have stated a nation- 
wide dimout to save electricity, plus other gov- 
ernment controls, such as coal rationing, might 
become necessary unless householders are per- 
suaded of the need for strict conservation. 

Water is not ordinarily considered a criti- 
cal wartime resource, but it was included on 
the list because the vast amounts needed for 
heating, condensing and other industrial uses 
have increased consumption 30 per cent above 
peacetime levels. Conserve and stave off fur- 
ther government restrictions. It is up to each 
and every one of us. 


It Sounds Corny 

Just where, and under what conditions, 
Benito Mussolini now is, we don’t know. Not 
eyen if he be alive or dead. No official state- 
ment on this minor detail of the Italian situa- 
tion has been made by any United Nations 
authority. 

The German radio has been blathering for 
days about an alleged “rescue” of Benito from 
durance vile, by a band of Nazi paratroops. 
Until further evidence is forthcoming that 
German story counts for absolutely nothing 
outside of the deluded Germans themselves. It 
may be true. Or not. 

Circumstantial evidence indicating it is but 
a sample of Nazi propagandist lying is found 
in the story itself, as poured out on the helpless 
air waves by the Berlin radio script writers. It 
sounds just too corny for anything but the 
melodrama of a tenth-rate fictioneer. 

In the plot is a prison on a high plateau, a 
cable railway, that old standby of the thrillers, 
“an abyss.” A struggle up a mountainside and 
a dialogue between the suppositionary German 
leader and the rescued “hero,” Benny the 
Bum, that is so phoney sounding it is laugh- 
able. 

As said, the story could be true. But the 
Berlin radio version can only be described as 
the veriest “corn.”

If there is not almost an open revolt as a result 
of the ey of the income tax estimate re-

There is almost certain to be a bitter revulsion.

They were tossed in by 
those who couldn’t bear to see a simple, workable, 
scientific law minus a lot of and/ors, whereases, 
wherefores and notwithstandings—by those who 
weren't willing to concede that a sound, prac- 
ticable law might come out of a nonbureauratic 
mind. 

Don’t vent your spite on the pay-as-you-earn 
principle. Vent it upon the men who betrayed 
that principle when the existing law was written 
and the forms for collection were devised.

THE WORLD TODAY 


By COLONEL FREDERICK PALMER. ‘“ 
STRATEGY IN ITALY NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—Marshal Er- 


win Rommel, the old hand at retreat, 
must have known that he would be in for another retreat when he 
made his rush to the south of Italy with characteristic audacity. 

Unless he was the victim of visionary overconfidence, he must 
have foreseen that he would have to yield Naples and then evacuate 
Rome. But he would place the battlefront as far down the Italian 
bootleg as hé could. 

Rommel’s swift, aggressive action aimed to restore German 
prestige after the Italian collapse; to divert attention both from the 
oncoming Russians and the Italian collapse; to divert bombing of 
Germany itself; and to show that Germany, by making italy’ an 
outpost of her defense for: her own army, was the stronger when 
freed of the handicap of the weak partner. 

Rommel has been fighting for time to control and fortify 
northern Italy; to disarm the Italian soldier there and in Italian- 
occupied France, Greece, the Balkans and the Aegean Islands; 
and to bring enough divisions from the Russian front to replace 
them and strengthen the German defense at these exposed points. 


DESPERATE MOVE It was a bold, if desperate, strategic 


move in the German crisis. It might so 
far occupy Allied ground forces as to forestall Allied fronts closer 
to the fortress line and elsewhere in the hope the German armies 
in Russia would not have to be so weakened they could not hold 
the Dnieper line this winter. 

: Also, Rommel may have thought that he would have easy going 
with Lieutenant General Mark W. Clark’s Fifth Army, which, 
as a whole, lacked battle experience. He would cover the retreat 
of his scattered battalions before the advance of General Sir Ber- 
nard L. Montgomery’s Eighth Army up from the foot of the bootleg. 

But, owing to timely information, General Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s plan anticipated Rommel’s. General Clark was interfer- 
ence to cut off Rommel from reinforcing his battalions south of 
Naples. In protracted fighting, which is described as more violent 
than any in Tunisia or Sicily, Clark’s young army has been giving 
better than it received. 


WATCH MONTGOMERY Meanwhile, General Montgomery's 


army, which has proved itself so 
good at pursuit legwork, is racing up the Adriatic sea coast after 
the remaining Germans south of Naples. The important port of 
Brindisi was found unharmed when taken. It is approximately the 
English channel’s breadth across the Strait of Otranto from Greece. 

General Montgomery already has airfields 200 miles away from 
Clark, within 200 to 400 miles of vital targets in Greece and the 
Balkans, and nearer the Rumanian oil fields than the base from 
which our Liberators raided them. 

This envisages a possible squeeze play on Greece and the 
Balkans by beachheads on both the Adriatic and Aegean sea coasts, 
which would divert still more German divisions from Russia. But 
Montgomery’s present play is one of carrying the ball in an around- 
the-end rush on the Italian side of the Adriatic. 

The part of Clark’s army is that of a slugging match such as 
Montgomery’s had before Catania in Sicily,-and the part of Mont- 
gomery’s compares with that of Lieutenant General George S. 
Patton’s Seventh Army in turning the Axis flank in Sicily. 


WILL HAVE TO RETREAT Once Montgomery has Rommel 
on the flank, on the hip—dig- 


ging into his ribs before Naples—Rommel will have to retreat or 
stretch a line clear across the peninsula. Then will he risk the 
divisions, if Germany has them to spare, to defend mountain posi- 
tions step by step when the Allies have control of the sea and may 


establish beachheads in his rear?

All of which leads up to a story 
of a whole group of Atlanta boys 
and what happened to them when 
the mail failed to arrive last 
Christmas. Don’t mistake me. It 
wasn’t anybody’s fault. The folks 
here at home had mailed the gift 


packages all right. The letters 
had been written and put in the 
mailbox in plenty of time. Uncle 
Sam had done his best. But it 
was just one of those _ things. 
Wartime transport had just not 
gotten the stuff there on time.

Horse Guard. 

The outfit was the present in- 
carnation of that unit composed of 
Atlanta boys which we used to 
know as the Governor’s Horse 
Guard. In those happy days of 
peace. Now, you know, they are 
an anti-aircraft outfit, with a 
magnificent record of Jap planes 
shot out of the skies in New 
Guinea. They have been the 
chief factor in the defense of 
‘Port Moresby from air attack. 

Well, it was last Christmas Eve. 
December 24. They had been out 
on duty all day. There had been 
information that Jap bombers 
would probably come over and 
the outfit had been on the alert. 
The Japs didn’t come, that time. 

But it had rained without in- 
terruption for days. The ground 
was swampy wet and the trees 
and everything were soaked. The 
boys’ uniforms were full of water 
and they were, altogether, just 
about as miserable as could be.

It is 
doubtful if a more miserable gang 
could have been found anywhere, 
at that moment. 

Then an Army truck drove up 
and halted, outside the barracks. 
An Army sergeant came inside 
and asked for help in unloading 
the truck. 

It was a Red Cross truck. And 
the load consisted of those “com-

fort packs,” the Red Cross pro- 
vides,.one for each of them there. 
Little packs. Containing such 
things as a small can of candy, a 
package of cigarets, a deck of 
playing cards, a shoe cleaning set 
and a tube of shaving cream. And 
so on. Worth about a dollar, at cost 
prices, . 

But those comfort packs worked 
a miraculous change. The boys 
knew they were not forgotten en- 
tirely at Christmas time. It gave 
them time to think a little, logi- 
cally. To know the folks at home 
wotld not willingly let them 
down. That there was, some- 
where along the line, mighty good 
reason why the mail hadn’t come 
through. 

Christmas wasn’t so hot. It 
couldn’t be, under the circum- 
stances. But it was a whole lot 
better than it might have been. 

And the: mail from home, with 
stacks of Christmas presents for 
every one of them, from the fami- 
lies here in Atlanta and Georgia, 
got there about a week later. 

Which meant a second Christ- 
mas celebration and a lot of grins 
<y a big boost to morale, after 
all, 


Do Your 


Part. 

The moral of this story—it was 
told in a letter home by one of 
the Atlanta boys in the outfit— 
is to be sure you do your part in 
getting the Christmas gifts off in 
time, this year. 

It cannot be sure that they will 
arrive in time. Nothing can be 
sure in a world-wide war. But 
chances are better now than they 
were a year ago. And if all of us 
do our part most, if not all, of 
the packages mailed will be in the 
hands of the proper recipients on 
or before December 25. 

The post office, the Army post 
office and every man involved in 
the job will do his part as well 
as possible. 

But you’ve got to do yours, 
first. Don’t leave any grounds 
for self-reproach later. 

Mail that package to your Army 
boy overseas just as early as you 
can, 

And, remember, October 15 is 
the absolute deadline.

FAIR ENOUGH

. NEW YORK, Sept. 
Defect in 15.—Mrs. Roose- 
Leadership velt is, I believe, 

the most influen- 
tial individual leader, or patroness, 
of the youth of the United States 
but the quality of her following 
among the young people is a 
gauge or reflection on the quality 
of her leadership. She appeals 
only to a minority and to them 
she is, in fact, a heroine and an 
ideal but she has not attracted the 
others and those others in the 
main, find their leadership in their 
homes, even though many of them 
are far from home and some will 
never come back. © 

The defect in Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
leadership is that it is not ideal- 
istic, but political. and material. 
Her followers interest themselves 
in “organization,” parliamentary 
procedure and tricks and political 
tactics. They are the speech- 
makers and debaters, the pickets 
and politicians who join “groups” 
and compete for control after the 
manner of the professional party 
politicians who are forever com- 
promising their principles and 
taking detours toward goals that 
are not ideals but mere advan- 
tages. 

In Mrs. Roosevelt, American 
youth is offered an energetic and 
daring leader who sought them 
out when nobody else did, but 
one who is an active politician in 
a party which has often betrayed 
its own professional ideals, To 
think of Mrs. Roosevelt is to think 
of such as Senator Joe Guffey, of 
Pennsylvania, and the Hagues and 
Pendergasts and the second Louisi- 
iana purchase and the degrada- 
tion of the ideal of government of 
the people by the people as an 
expedient justified by a desire for 
power and a zest for the game 
of politics. As youth is able to 
detect in the home _ unfairness, 
dishonesty and untruthfulness in 
this conduct of the parents, so 
youth in the nation cannot have 
been unaware that Mrs. Roose- 
velt has condoned, if she did not 
positively approve, actions by her 
party which violated the ideals 
and faith of young men and 
women. 


Bound By 


As a party poli- 
tician, Mrs. Roose- 
Politics velt probably can- 

not do otherwise, 
for she would disrupt the plans 
of the party’s leaders if she were 
to repudiate openly before the 
youth of the country, and for their 
moral benefit and inspiration, the 
routine connivances and schemes 
of ambitious and grasping men. 
But a party politician cannot per- 
‘sonify the ideals of American 
youth and the true idealists among 
them, who constitute the great 
majority, are not inspired and en- 
couraged but repelled by the cam- 
era-ogling and flippant semi-pro- 
fessionals of Mrs. Roosevelt’s en- 
tourage. There is a _  precocity, 
even a cynicism, among that fol- 
lowing that suggests a desire for 
personal publicity, even notoriety, 
rather than a sincere devotion to 
high principles. Here is, also, a 
class-struggle phase of the youth 
movement, and ideals are not for- 
eign to the character-of the sons 
and daughters of united and af- 
fectionate American homes of the 
middle class in which the parents 
strive constantly from the arrival 
of the first baby to deserve the 
confidence and unquestioning re- 
spect of the children by conduct- 
ing themselves as models of fair- 
ness and integrity. Nor is this 
idealism less influential in the 
homes of the poor, although there 
were many who thought, during 
the long depression, that financial 
poverty and spiritual squalor were 
inevitably coémplementary and es- 
sayed to “save” the children of 
the submerged third by substitut- 
ing the mothering and fathering 
leadership of “groups” and govern- 
ment bureaus for the leadership 
of the parents. 


At one stage of Mrs. 
Tunney Roosevelt’s activity, 
Failed Gene Tunney organ- 

ized a rival “move- 
ment” to provide a haven for those 
yearning young ones who had 
come into personal and ideological 
collisions with the more resource- 
ful campus veterans of her fol- 
lowing. It amounted to little, 
however, because Tunney tried to 
lead youth in his spare time, so 
to speak, and his principal occu- 
pation was selling liquor, which is 
a legally and socially respectable 
trade, to be sure, but not idealistic. 

Now they are at war, every- 
where, the American youth who 
were in such need of inspiration 
and saving, and the ideals that 
they are fighting for are derived 
not from any debates or resolu- 
tions of that artful and youth- 
conscious minority, nor from the 
Atlantic charter or the four free- 
doms, but from the example and 
teaching of parents in millions of 
modest homes. They have no one 
hero or heroine or ideal person 
but millions of them, most of 
whom, however, on the average, 
taught the same things. There 
may come out of this some idol, 
some beautiful knight who will 
personify all the virtues and beau- 
ties of character but if so that per- 
son must be one who will scorn 
compromise and expediency and 
stand forever in all things for ex- 
act fairness and justice at what- 
ever risk or cost. '

ONE WORD MORE 


By RALPH McGILL. 
HE REARED BACK Under the rather impressive title of 


“Government War Financing and Its 
Effect on Our Economy,” Atlanta’s Mr. Robert Strickland (Trust 
Company of Georgia) reared back and delivered himself of an ad- 
dress before the American Bankers’ Association which rather rang 
down the corridors of time. This was on Tues- 
day evening, on the eve of the income tax 
declaration day. I do not know if this inspired 

our speaker or not. 

He is, is Mr. Robert Strickland, one of the 
ablest men in Georgia, and none is more sin- 
cerely devoted to the best interests of the state, 
He is not merely devoted to them. He trans. 
lates that devotion into deeds. 

Being a banker, he is likewise devoted to his 
profession, or business. Nothing is so slight 
as to escape his notice. I once was writing a 
column about a crowd at a political convention. 
I was in the company of -Mr. W. V. Crowley, 

po as also a well-known banker, also portly, and so 
cS a I wrote something about fat bankers being 
: a present. On my desk the next morning there 
ae was a trenchant note from Mr. Strickland re 
sass minding me there also were fat newspapermen. 
He is very fast on his feet in an argument 
and a quick jabber when he finds an opening. He likes to catch 
an opponent off balance and keep him there with fast left jabs. 
Maybe I had better say right jabs. He does not like mention of 
anything leftish. He knows his subjects and he knows Georgia. 
Like a lot of persons who have studied Georgia’s problems, he gets 
discouraged now and then. Bankers do not regard him as a con- 
servative. Many of his ideas, in his field of banking, have been 
brand-new to that field. He has made the south sit up and take 
notice long before he had the major bankers of the large eastern 
cities looking down at their programs last Tuesday night to fix in 
their minds the identity of the man from south of the line who 
was making such a good speech. Politically, he is a conservative. 
Because he is a conservative in this field he, like other who are 
conservative politically, has been in my opinion a little too fond 
of the status quo and has been willing to overlook much if the 
ultimate promise was conservative. , 
He adds up to be a really big man with an unusually fine mind. 
He also is a fighter and when he leaves his corner he can, as I say, 
jab and slug with the best of them. 


WHAT HE SAID What he had to say was interesting and 
most of it would bring about little argument. 

He said there must be no cold-blooded talk of debt and no 
question as to the dedication of every material resource at our 
command as long as the war required them. 

He was interested, largely, in how well we plan at home to be 
worthy of the victory. The voice of banking, he said, must cut 
through the confusion and be heard as the advocate of those 
measures which will insure a sound economic foundation on which 
to rear a structure of continued industrial progress. This respon- 
sibility, he said, was shared by every man, woman and child in 
the nation. 

He hammered away at his chief point—that a debt must be paid 
and that America must pay back its debt. The payment of our 
debts, he insisted, rests wholly on the maximum production of 
goods, the establishment of new industries, maximum individual 
efficiency in both management and labor. 

I wonder how many of his audience winced when he told them 
the program ahead must mean a lessened return for capital in 


keeping with low money rates which the service and retirement 
of the debt requires. 

But he said it. 

He spoke of the gigantic debt, a possible 350 billion dollar debt, 
and said it could be paid. 

But, he said, production, not profits, must come first. 

He was very sound, I thought, in declaring that we must have 
a re-examination of our tax structure so that the virtual liquidation 
of growing enterprises in each generation will not be necessary 
and so that “venture” money may be ayailable for new enterprises. 

He was saying things, not merély repeating the phrase “free 
enterprise,” which has lost its meaning in speeches through abuse 
and ignorant usage. You will not find a single catch-phrase in his 
speech, 


HE WENT ON One statement caught the up short. He said 

that no politician should be allowed to de 
fraud the rank and file of American citizens by tampering with 
the integrity of our obligations or by devices to control production, 
prices or purchasing power a single day beyond the period required 
to convert industry to peacetime production. 

I don’t know about that. I will refer him to an article in the 
September Atlantic Monthly by Alvin H. Hansen, of the Harvard 
Business School, who is, I am told, respected by the so-called hard- 
headed businessmen. 

It is called “Wanted: 10,000 Jobs.” In it Mr. Hansen is afraid 
that unless we have some control of production we will not be able 
to prevent the accumulation of an excessive inventory such as 
produced the inflationary movement of 1919 and 1920 and such 
as helped accelerate the forces of depression. 

“It ought to be a part of any postwar stabilizing policy to 
check excessive inventory accumulation ... and thus forestall] 
the sudden cessation of inventory accumulation .. .” 

It is a very stout article and I commend it to Mr. Strickland. 
I think we must have some stabilization. 

Also, I couldn’t go along with the statement that we must get 
rid of the pressure groups in government to have g government, 
I would like to be rid of them. But we won't. The American 
Bankers’ Association, the Medical Association, the Parent-Teachers’, 
Newspaper Associations and all others, great and small, are, in one 
form or another, pressure groups. It was an inferential charge that 
only the present administration listens to pressure groups. 

Also, I didn’t agree with some of his conclusions, also inferen- 
tially aimed at the present administration. But that isn’t really 
important and is merely one of those healthy differences. We will 
go right along being free American citizens and no one really is 
afraid we won't. It was a swell job he did and Atlanta is honored 


by him.

LONDON, Sept 15—(4)—lItaly’s 
ousted and invisible premier, 
Benito Mussolini. apparently at- 
tempted to dethrone King Vittorio 
Emanuele today in a proclamation | 
read in his name by a radio an- 
nouncer, recasting defunct Fas- 
cism in Italy as the “Republican 
Fascist party,” with Mudgsolini as 
its supreme leader 

The manifesto, read over a Ger- 
mon-controlied “Fascist govern- 
ment radio,” failed to mention the 
king by name, but the reconstitu- 
tion of the party under the “Re- 
publican” label obviously meant 
the king no longer ruled in the 
eves of the Nazi-sheltered ex- 
Duce. 

This action was in line with pre- 
dictions that the new German- 
nurtured Fascist government 
would disestablish the house of 
Savoy and establish a republic. 

There was little likelihood, how- 
ever, that the population which 
joyously welcomed the end of 
Fascism would assist in re-estab- 
lishing the old regime.

Tells Big News 


The shape of victory to come 
was suggested yesterday by a 25- 
year-old copy of The Tri-Weekly 
Constitution headlining the armi- 
stice with Germany, sent here 
from Macon by R. L. Moore. 

The black type of the streamer 
reading “Huns ask for the terms 


of armistice,” the first page of the 
paper, published October 29, 1918, | 
tells of the collapse of the German | 
empire and the falling away of| 
satellite states from the Prussian | 
orbit just as, now Italy has fallen 
from the Axis fold and Balkan 
states show signs of following. 


At the top of the paper, yellow- 
ed and stained with age, is a car- 
toon by the then Constitution staff 
cartoonist, Lewis Gregg, depict- 
ing the Kaiser dangling at the arm 
of a striding, housewifey matron, 
labeled “German Junkers.” The 
Kaiser is glancing longingly over 
his shoulder at a picture of peace, 
in the form of a winged woman 
bearing an olive branch. 

Other headlines on the page are 
“Germans crumble under heavy 
blows of Allied hammer,” and 
“Austria is ready for peace terms.” 

An ironic note is sounded by a 
headline reading: “Kaiser won't 
quit as German ruler.”

The mystery man is Corporal 
Luis Obregon Farrell, of Fort Mc- 
Pherson and New York city, an 
orphan, who was adopted at the 
age of three months by a Farrell 
family in Woodbury, N. J. 

Before the war, the young man 
was turned down on several im- 
portant jobs because he couldn’t 
produce a birth certificate, al- 
though he had searched high and 
low for information of his family. 
He only learned he was a nephew 
of the late president of Mexico, 
General Alvara Obregon. 

Once, early in the quest, he 
was interned at Ellis Island as an 
alien because he couldn’t prove 
he was born. Fortunately, how- 
ever, he learned there one of his 
vaccination scars was of Spanish 
type. When the war is ended he 
hopes to trace the origination of 
the scar. 

Through the efforts of a 
Protestant minister, the young 
man was adopted by the Farrells 
after the death of his mother who 
handed him into the care of the 
minister. Unfortunately, the min- 
ister died and all his records were 
destroyed by fire 15 years ago. 

Farrell, attached to a medical 
detachment at Fort McPherson, 
has two brothers whom he hasn’t 
seen in the last 16 years. He has 
been in the Army 14 months and, 
next to kicking the Japs and 
Nazis, his ambition is to get his 
naturalization papers.

Correct Posture Preserves Energy 


When you are working just 
about as hard as you can 
possibly work, don’t you resent 
anything that means waste of ener- 
gy? Well, slumping makes you 
work harder at whatever you are 
doing, and doesn’t even let you re- 
lax properly so you can rest. Be- 
sides, it throws your entire figure 
into the shape of a capital “S’”— 
and it doesn’t stand for stream- 
lines! 

Of course, you can’t keep your 
mind on your work and on a set 
of rules for standing and sitting 
as you do it. You have to get 
so you stand and sit correctly 
without thinking. But for awhile, 
you will have to give yourself an 
occasional jacking up. 

If you can learn to control the 
small of your back, that will be 
a great help. When you sit in 
a chair or drive a car, press the 
small of your back against the 
seat. That will make you sit up 
and stretch your spine. When 
you can pull your back into its

more naturally-straight line by 
thinking of the hips as part of a 
hoop. Roll the “hoop” down and 
under and your back straightens 
out. 

In good posture, you § stretch 
your 24 vertebrae that form the 
spine and may stand as much as 
one to two inches taller. But the 
stretching should not mean ten- 
sion anywhere, Don’t haunch 
your shoulders or you will be rigid 
and awkward. That will tire you, 
too. Always try to keep your 
shoulders loose and down. To 
make sure you are free from ten- 
sion, occasionally swivel your head 
from side to side. If you can do 
that freely, you are not apt to be 
tense. 

Don’t try to stay in good posture 
all the time. It is better to take 
a minute off now and then. if 
you can do it without attracting 
unwanted attention, relax by let- 
ting the trunk droop forward, arms 


and head hanging limply toward 
the floor, then’ start shrugging 
your shoulders, loosely, as you be- 
gin coming up to your erect stance 
Roll your head around on your 
sholdders a couple of times and 
fling the arms up and around. 
Sixty seconds of moving around 
and breaking the tension will ac- 
tually step up your efficiency and 
prevent your lapsing into “fatigue 
posture.” Very frequently, the 
habit of slumping originates in fa- 
tigue. It’s worth eliminating. 
When your day is done, give 
your back a real rest. Lie on 
your back on the floor with both 
knees flexed and clasped to chest. 
Don’t have a pillow under your 
head and don’t consider this an 
exercise, It’s nothing to work 
at. It is one of the best resting 
positions you can get into—it has 
that big, soft, overstuffed ehair 
you slouch into beaten six ways 
from 5 o'clock whistle.

. BRUNSWICK, Ga., Sept. 15.—The 
Edwar ds Tr icked “mayor” of Dahlonega, up in north 
Georgia, came in after his first day of marsh hen hunting and de- 
clared there was a liar in the crowd. 

Bob Edwards was pretty positive in his declaration. 

“There is a certain pea picker from the piney woods who had 
me feeling sorry for those birds. The other day he ridiculed me 
for bringing a pump gun down here to shoot them. 

“Yes, sir,” Arthur Hardy said, “there is no use for you to go 
out in the marshes with that big gun. Just go back of the house 
and shoot my chickens, you’ll find them on the roost.” 


“Now, doggone it, I don’t mind being kidded by a pea 
picker, but when the first marsh hen I ever saw in my life 
spreads its wings and cackles at me as it flies away, and I 
miss it wtih a couple of shots, that’s carrying it too far.” 

Bob Edwards is known around Dahlonega as one of north 
Georgia’s most famous trout fishermen and a deer hunter 
of equal skill. He is a sort of meat getter. 


But it must be put down here, as a matter of record, that this 
north Georgia hillbilly was considerably shy of the limit after his 
first venture into Georgia’s enticing coastal marshes south of Bruns- 
wick. 

He missed and fired to miss again. He feebly protested the 
birds were out of range, but pea-picker Hardy and the rest of us 
knew better. 

“You'd better go back to the hills and stick to those partridges,” 
Hardy advised. 


. It has been, perhaps, a trifle on the warm 
Rozier Bro ther 8 side for the spring flood tides that usher in 
the marsh hen season. There have not been any extraordinary 
feats of shooting except by two brothers, Ward and Mack Rozier, 
of Brunswick. At least I have not heard of any others. 

Personally I will take them as the top brother team of this sec- 
tion. It is an experience in itself to watch them in action. When 
Ward handles the boat and Mack stands in the bow to do the shoot- 
ing, or vice versa, there is plenty of action while it lasts. 


They use a weedless motor and can go into most any part 
of the marshes at flood tide. 

Friends swear Mack Rozier hasn’t missed a shot at a 
marsh hen in four years. Ward is just as good a shot. And 
both are master manipulators of a bateau. They are as at 
home in the marshes of Glynn as you or I would be in a 
house in which we were raised. 


The marsh hens, equal in size to a small fryer, often sit on 
the dark reeds and blend in with the background. It takes sharp 
@yes to see them. But the Rozier brothers are uncanny about it. 

They get their bag limit quickly and move on, then, to help 
their friends by acting as guides and boat handlers. This is an 
important phase. It’s the key to successful shooting. 

The Rozier brothers are champions of their league in our book. 


. On the third day of the hunting, start- 
Glorious Dawson ing out for the low marshes, the boat 
slipped away from the dock amidst a nature’s wonderland. There 
was a gold and blue canopy for the big round moon high in the 
western sky. Heralding the rise of the sun, there were fiery streaks 
of red in the east. It was cool and quiet riding past the great 
Brunswick shipyards. Ships being built for war seemed strangely 
out of place in the peaceful and picturesque dawn. The river was 
glassy smooth. r | 

Our party was joined today by Ryburn Clay, state highway 
chairman, and Dr. Warren A. Coleman, of St. Simons and East- 
man, Ga. They were high guns for the day, sharing honors equally. 
Both are fine shots. They were piloted by the Rozier brothers. 


From Liberty county came Judge Donald Fraser just to 
go along for the ride. Judge Fraser is a man who insists 
marsh hens should be hunted with bow and arrow. Last 
season he killed a deer with a .22 rifle. Judge Fraser is one 
of the state’s great law-enforcement members of the bench. 
He has his state at heart. 


Hunters are satisfied with the marsh hen season. They still 
have a couple of days left in which the tide will be good for hunt- 
ing, but they are looking forward now to the period when the winter 
trout begin to run. That will be in about a week. It’s great sport 
in a colorful region of Georgia.

Major League All-Stars 


To Tour Pacific Theater 


Teams To Begin Trek Following Series; Method 
of Selecting Clubs Still Undecided. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—(#)—The War Department announced 
today that two all-star baseball teams from the National and American 
leagues will play a series of interleague games for troops overseas in 


the Pacific theater. 


The announcement was made at the office of Major General A. D. 
Surles, the department's public relations director, in the presence of 
Baseball Commissioner Kenesaw M. Landis, whose offer to send the 
teams was accepted by the department. 


“The teams will be sent to un- 
Gisclosed destinations in the Pa- 
cific theater of operations follow- 
ing the close of the World Series,” 
the announcement said. 

OFFER ACCEPTED. 

The offer was accepted follow- 
ing a meeting of Landis, Surles, 
Brigadier General F. H. Osborn, 
director of the Special Services 
Division, Army Service Forces, 
and Lieutenant Colonel Larry 
MacPhail, assistant to the under- 
secretary of war. The trip will 
be handled by the Special Services 
Division. . 

Landis said he would announce 
later the method of selecting the 
teams, but he assumed it would 
be done in the usual fashion of 
selecting all-star teams, by vote 
of the managers of the eight clubs 
in each league. 

The two managers probably 
will be selected first by the presi- 
dents of the two léagues im con- 
sultation with the club owners, 
he said. 

There probably will be 18 men 
on each team, and it is likely 
that all clubs in both leagues will 
be represented, although the 
strength of the two teams will not 
be sacrificed merely to give each 
club representation, the baseball 
commissioner asserted. 

OFFICIAL GAMES. 

Since the teams will be select- 
ed officially by the two leagues, 
the games they play for the troops 
will be official inter-league games. 
Landis will have a representative 
with the group. 

There will be two umpires, one 
mamed by the American League 
and the other by the National 
League. 

Landis made it clear he would 
have nothing to do with the selec- 
tion of the personnel, which will 
be handled entirely by the leagues 
themselves. He also said that the 
trip was not his idea, but was a 
voluntary proposal by the base- 
ball players as a patriotic gesture. 

“I'm not hostile to it,” he laugh- 
ed. “but it’s not my baby.” He 
added that he did not know where 
the idea originated, but that prob- 
ably it would be possible to find 
thousands of people who thought 
they had it first. 

Landis explained that the play- 
ers would be donating their time.

The fellow with the gray- 
streaked black hair, set off by a 
conservative double-breasted suit, 
might have been mistaken for a 
banker until he started talking. 

“I was gone two months and 
seven days on my last trip,” he 
said. “Those convoys are fine 
now. We had two aircraft carriers 
with us. They keep planes buzzing 
around looking for subs. Just let 
one stick its periscope above the 
water and things happen fast—lI 
mean fast.” 

The fellow’s name is William 
Harty Brady, and he’s a Savannah 
Irishman who started going to sea 
back in 1926. He was one of the 
men waiting to be shipped to Of- 
ficers’ Candidate School from the 
Maritime Service’s enrolling office 
in the Arcade yesterday. 

Wants To Take Math. 

Brady wants to get enough 
mathematics to take a second 
mate’s examination. He’s been go- 
ing to sea since he was 20. A ship 
he was on at the first of the war 
outran a sub after an exchange of 
shots. “But it’s not so tough nowa- 
days.” he added. “We used to be 
afraid to go below—at least, we 
didn't feel right about it. But now 
—well, I tell you those convoys 
are really protected.” 

Brady was one of the veterans 
waiting at the office through 
which future merchant marine 
men and maritime officers pass. 
Most of the men are youngsters, 
though. Some want to go to sea, 
instead of the Army. Others are 
just plain patriotic. Still others 
figure the percentage from the 
money angle. 

Take Robert L. Ernst, also of 
Savannah. He was running a re- 
capping plant. He’s had experi- 
ence with fire and boiler in an old 
cotton gin in Texas. He also had 
been given a couple of years of 
Army life. He prefers to go to sea. 
So his wife’s working in a Savan- 
nah shipyard and he’s ready to

shipyard, but he wants to learn 
Diesels. “I’ve got steel construc- 
tion experience,” he said. “I want 
to learn the other trade. Then I'll 
be set for work. Sure, we’ve had 
several boys lost who lived around 
Lyons, but I’ve wanted to ship out 
since the first part of the war. The 
shipyard men talked me out of it.” 


T. H. Morris, 37, of 6 Ridgeway 
avenue, N. W., spent eight years in 
the Navy as a fireman and water 
tender, Now he wants to be an en- 
gineer officer. He’s been doing 
construction work and was at the 
Bell Bomber plant for a while. 


Then there was Irvin Green 
Jones, of Warrenville, S. C. He’s 
been working at a dye plant. Just 
20 years old, he wants to get more 
education. Jones also prefers the 
sea to the Army. 


The men were typical of those 
going through the enrolling office 
day in and day out. Regardless of 
the fact that ships are sunk and 
survivors stay in the water for 
days, the men keep coming in. 

Maybe they figure it as Brady 
does. “A man can’t drown, if he’s 
scheduled to hang,” he said, put- 
ting his fatalism into words. 

Whatever they figure, the men 
keep enlisting and the ships car- 
rying supplies and equipment keep 
going through.

The impact of food shortage has| 
swung national —_ tion upon a 
canning program that began in 
Georgia on a shoestring in 1926. 

This year that program will 
beat the ration book to the tune 
of an estimated 20,000,000 cans 
of food. You count the coupons 
saved. 

In remote Franklin county, 17 
years ago, a vocational agricul- 
tural teacher, J. L. Gilmore, of 
Line school, set out to boost farm 
income by canning for cash. 

That year 9,000 cans, mostly 
tomatoes, were processed at Line 
on equipment consisting of an old 
sawmill] boiler and some barrels. 

Another missionary in the field 
the same year, Vocational Teacher 
Guy Gard, of Shoal Creek school, 
in rural Hart county, went from 
house to house with a hand seal- 
er, preaching and teaching the 
gospel of home canning. 

The ideas and labors of these 
two men have borne fruit so 
abundantly that state authorities 
say Georgia has become the 
model for the nation in home 
processing. 

Current figures show 400 com- 
munity plants processing for more 
than 50,000 families. The 20,00,- 
000 cans this year compares with 
10,000 cans produced by the 
Franklin and Hart county begin- 
ners. 

California, Kentucky, Virginia 
and Arkansas recently asked Geor- 


gia to send “missionaries” to those 
states to “show how.” In some

cases where Georgia could not 
spare a demonstrator, the other 
state sent delegations here to 
learn the set-up. 

Near this capital city the dele- 
gations found a typical plant at 
Tucker. Important adjuncts there 
are a quick freezing unit and 
storage lockers for preserving 
meat until it is needed for sealing. 

To plants like this in 88 of 
Georgia’s 159 counties families 
take their food for processing. 
After long hours of labor over 
steaming vats and sealing ma- 
chines they load the family . Perm 
and steam home to stock the 
larder. 

Heading the Georgia program is 
M. D. Mobley, attached to the 
State Department of Education, 
as director of vocational training, 
operated under federal super- 
vision and with federal funds set 
up by the George-Deen act about 
20 years ago. 

Since some home canning plants 
are built almost entirely by local 
citizens and equipment made or 
provided by them, officials said 
it would be next to impossible to 
figure the cost of the program 
to the individual] taxpayer. The 
canners pay from five to seven 
cents for containers and use of 
the facilities. 

In addition to the community 
canning plants, the state also 
has 34 community dehydrating 
units for preserving foods in dry 
form. Vocational teachers paid 
_# federal funds operate these 
units.
